W. J. Jones Tarred and Feathered 
Last Night. . 


The Citizens Take the Scoundrel Out 
of Bed and Give Him what He 


Deserves—He is Sent out of Ne- 
vada, not to Return on 
Pain of Death. 


There were desperate doings in Reno 
last night. A fearful breach of the 
law was committed. The dignity of 
the courts was set at defiance. J. W. 
Jones, the senior membér of the emi- 
nently respectable wholesale liquor 
firm of Hedge & Co., Virginia strect, 
was taken from his bed at the dead 
hour of midnight by a crowd of men 
and led half a mile or so from town, 
and tarred and feathered. The reason 
for this remarkable treatment of a 
prominent merchant was that he 
proved himsélf to be a scoundrel of 
such base grade as not to be fit to live 
in Reno if Reno did not wish to be 
disgraced. As was set forth in last 
evening’s GazETTE, Jones decoyed a 
respectable young lady from San 
Francisco, who had advertised for a 
situation as companion to an invalid 
lady, and Jones, by representing him- 
self as such, induced her to travel 
hither. He and another villain named 
J. B. Carson attempted, like cowardly 
ruffians, to take advantage of the poor 
girl, without friends, in a strange town, 
at dead of night. She resisted bravely 


and came off conqueror. Jones, 
although more than forty years of age, 
had alse been guilty, at divers times, 
of accosting ladies upon our streets 
with indecent proposals, and was in 
the habit of writing filthy letters to 
respectable women. Last night’s 


ACT OF JUSTICE 

is to-day the talk of the town, and 
many of those who shared in its per- 
formance make no concealment of the 
fact.
